Pienc' Thom’s Jouy. diiiiny a resi<l(*ne(‘ of ov('r (hrec 
years ill Koiea witliin the period from l^sSl to 18S(), hrouyht toyidher 
a maynifiei'nt colleetioii of the birds of that eouidry, his specimens, 
iiveliundred and fifty-four in number, haviny been taken mainly at 
Eusan, Cdieinul|)o, and Seoul, tliouyh a few are from Cumsan. lie also 
visited the island of Tsusliima in the Korean Straits, and obtained a 
very interesting series of the birds of that loeality. 'Phis collection, 
much the most important evermadi' in Korea, has never been re|)ortcd 
U])on. Mr. Jouy wasen<!;ayed in work upon it at the time of his death, 
and subseipiently Dr. Leonhard Stejneyi'r made use of some of the 
material in Ids studies on the avifauna of Japan. Althouyli he pub- 
lislu'd comparatively little upon it, be went over the collection care- 
fully and identified most of the specii's. It was suyyi'sted that, as 
I had spent considerable tiim^ in the vicinity of the Korean coast, an 
account of Mr. Jouy’s sjH'cimens could api»ropriately lie j)repare<l 
alony with the account of my own ol)servations, and 1 therefore spent 
considerable time in the study of his material. This was, in the 
main, childly a review of the work ahiaidy done by Mr. Jouy and 
Doctor Stejneyer, and a confirmation of the results already attained 
by them. 

A pridiminarv iiotiei' of the new forms which 1 (hdi'cted aniony tlu' 
material studii'd was published in these* Proceedinys, vol. .J2, pp. 407- 
475. 

While this preliminary notice was in press a paper appeared 
written bv that eminent authoritv on Asiatic, birds, i\lr. Seiirius A. 
Buturlin, of Wi'senbery, Esthonia, in which certain of my n<*w forms 
were anticipated. Mr. Buturlin has had the kindiK'ss to assist me in 
straiyhteniny out tiu^ matter, and he has recently jiublished a note 
by which the confusion caused has been dispi'lliMl. 1 entirely ayree 
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with Mr. in liis conclusions, wliicli arc i-('vi('\v(‘(l in <l('tail in 

the discussion of the birds involved, species of the genus Demlro- 
(Iroiitas. 

Owing to (ho piess of work connected with animals other than 
birds, I have b('cn unable to devote as much time to the preparation 
of this paper as the importance of (he collection merited; but 1 have 
thought it better to present it in its prevsent form than to retain it 
longer in the hope of perfeeting it, for it is advisable, in justice to 
Mr. flouy, that the sum of the i(‘sults of his labors in Korea be given 
to lh(‘ world as soon as ])ossibl(‘, b(d'orc the somewhat large number 
of birds, first actually obtained in that country by liiin, but first 
recorded by otlnus, is furtiu'r increased. 

In addition to Mr. Jouy’s birds i have ineluded notices of .some 
intcuesling s])eeiin('us ol)taiu(‘d in .southwestern Koiea by Dr. Wdliain 
Lord Smitb, of Boston, during Xov(unber and December. 1902, and 
January, 1904. Doctor Smith started from Mak-Po (in about hit. 
.45° X.) and wimt down (he wc'st coast, pailly by junk and partly on 
foot, to the (‘ 11(1 of the peninsula, lie was the first to make collec- 
tions in this pai't of the country.

Mr. Jolly’s Korean collection contains thri'e mah's, oiu', taki'ii at 
hhisan on A])ril 2<S, 1884, one at ('hemulpo on Septemlu'r 7, 188d, and 
the other with no data ot lu'r than hhisan. Ih' also oht aim'd a s|)eci- 
men on M’sushima oii May 2(i, 1885. 

A sei'ies of Hi hiiais from ('hina, Korea, Japan. Tsushima, the 
Riu Kill Islands, and hdirmosa appears to he fairly uniform. The 
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spcriiiuMi IVoiii 'rsuslniiia is very dark on the undcrpaits, and some- 
what hrigliter above than aiyv of the otlu'rs. One from Formosa, 
however (taken in November), is nearly as dark, d'hese two speci- 
mens also agree in having longer wings and shoi ter tails than any of 
the rest. 

A male, not (jiiile adult, in the National Museum collection is par- 
tially albinistic abov<'.
